Landmark Gay Marriage Ruling 


Mass. high court finds state constitution guarantees unions 


BOSTON | Inthe nation’s most far-reaching deci- 
sion of its kind, Massachusetts’s highest court 
declared Tuesday that the state constitution 
guarantees gay couples the right to marry. 
In its 4-3 decision, the Supreme Judicial 
Court gave the Legislature six months to 
rewrite the state's marriage laws for the benefit 
of gay couples. Although courts in other states 
have issued similar rulings, some legal experts 
said this one goes further in its emphatic lan- 


guage and appears to suggest that gay couples 
should be offered nothing less than marriage 
— and not a lesser alternative such as civil 
unions, which are available in Vermont. 

The ruling was another milestone in a 
year that has seen a significant expansion of 
gay rights around the world, including a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision in June striking a 
Texas ban on gay sex. Canadian courts also 
legalized gay marriage over the summer.

Keisling said Hinckley is recover- 
ing from the mental illness he suf- 
fered from when he shot Reagan and 
three others outside a Washington 
hotel in March 1981. Hinckley, 48, 
said he shot the president to impress 
actress Jodie Foster.

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Pilot Error Blamed 
In Wellstone Crash 


Senator, 7 others died 
in aircraft accident 


WASHINGTON | Pilot error caused 
the plane crash that killed Sen. Paul 
Wellstone, D-Minn., and seven oth- 
ers, investigators said Tuesday. 

Investigators told the National 
Transportation Safety Board that 
the twin-propeller King Air A100 
stalled when it slowed down too 
quickly while approaching Eveleth- 
Virginia Municipal Airport in north- 
ern Minnesota on Oct. 25, 2002. The 
plane lost altitude, veered sharply, 
sheared off treetops and crashed 214 
miles short of the runway. 

“The flight crew did not moni- 
tor and maintain minimum speed,” 
NTSB Aircraft Performance Group 
Chairman Charlie Pereira told the

Drug Cos. Relieved 
By Medicare Bill 


NEW YORK | The Medicare bill 
intended to give 41 million 
Americans prescription drug cov- 
erage would be a boon to the health 
industry not just for what’s included 
but what isn’t: price controls and 
legalization of importing drugs 
from Canada. 

Those had been the big fear of 
pharmaceutical executives, and 
their support was considered cru- 
cial because adding a drug benefit is 
the centerpiece of the legislation. 

“This is like a Christmas present 
for the health-care industry,” said 
Ira Loss, executive vice president 
of Washington Analysis, which 


conducts research for institution- 
al investors. 

But it may not bea gift that keeps 
on giving. The government faces an 
exploding deficit and analysts said 
additional payments to hospitals, 
insurers and doctors in the bill could 
eventually be cut. 

Analysts said that although drug 
companies are unlikely to make any 
significant profit because new cus- 
tomers are likely to be offset by the 
discounts on medicines, the indus- 
try breathed a sign of relief. 

“This was a psychological victo- 
ry,” said Lehman Brothers analyst 
Tony Butler.

To Kill Them AlF 


CHESAPEAKE , VA| Sniper suspect 
Lee Boyd Malvo told police he 
was the triggerman in all of the 
Washington, D.C.-area shootings 
and says on an audiotape played 
Tuesday during his trial that he 
planned “to kill them all.” 

When a police officer asks Malvo 
whether he squeezed the trigger 
in all the shootings, Malvo first 
responds, “Basically, yeah.” 

Samuel Walker, a detective with 
the Prince William County police 
department, also asks Malvo dur- 
ing the interrogation whether he 
intended to kill all the victims. 
Ten people were slain and three 
were wounded during the spree in 
October 2002. 

“T intended to kill them all,” 


says Malvo, who was 17 during 
the spree. 

Walker also focused specifical- 
ly on the shooting of Dean Harold 
Meyers, eliciting through a series 
of questions that Malvo fatally shot 
Meyers in the head because Meyers 
was standing sideways. 

A little more than an hour of the 
tape was played for jurors, who were 
given transcripts because the sound 
quality was poor and Malvo’s voice 
was soft. Malvo, 18, is charged with 
the Oct. 14, 2002, slaying of FBI 
analyst Linda Franklin outside a 
Home Depot in Fairfax County.

Maps Show Wide Range 
Of Muhammad's Targets 


CHESAPEAKE, VA. | In Virginia 
Beach on Tuesday, prosecutors try- 
ing to win a death sentence against 
Muhammad said a map in a laptop 
computer found in Muhammad’s 
car show he planned further kill- 
ings over a wide swath ifhe had not 
been caught. 

The map appears to show more 
than two dozen locations, stretch- 
ing south to Raleigh, N.C., with 
markings such as “good spot” and 
“good stop.”

A Prince William jail supervi- 
sor, Roderick Osborne, testified that 
Muhammad made what prosecu- 
tors described as an aborted escape 
attempt in March. 

The supervisor said he had 
received unspecified informa- 
tion from another inmate about 
Muhammad's plans. The officer said 
he then saw Muhammad, who ini- 
tially had been out of view, pressed 
up to the side of a door that leads to 
a common area. Muhammad was 
supposed to have been in his cell 
at the time. 

Muhammad was not wearing 
any clothes, only a sheet wrapped 
around his waist. The supervisor 
told Muhammad not to move. 
Muhammad was subsequently 
moved to solitary confinement,

Bonds Wins His Sixth MVP Award 


PRO BASEBALL | Barry Bonds won 
his record sixth National League 
MVP award Tuesday, becoming 
the first player to get the honor in 
three consecutive years. 

The San Francisco outfielder, the 
only player to win an MVP award 
more than three times, received 
28 of 32 first-place votes and 426 
points in balloting by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America. 


Bonds had a difficult season in 
which his father, Bobby, died in 
August. Still, Bonds hit .341 with 
45 homers and 90 RBIs, leading 
the major leagues in slugging per- 
centage (.749), on-base percentage 
(.529) and walks. 

“This award is more special to 
me than any award I've ever received

Study: | Concussion 
May Lead to Others 


FOOTBALL | College football play- 
ers who suffer concussions are left 
prone to another one, especially if 
they return to action too soon, and 
they also become slower to recov- 
er from such blows to the head, 
researchers say. 

The research supports guide- 
lines that say athletes who have 
had a concussion should wait seven 


days after symptoms disappear to 
get back in the game. 

The findings suggest that one 
concussion might cause tissue inju- 
ry that leaves players more vulner- 
able to additional concussions, 
said Kevin Guskiewicz, director 
of the sports medicine research 
laboratory at the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 
Guskiewicz helped conduct both 
studies, which were funded in part 
by the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association. (ap)

With its star out of commission, 
the production shut down for six 
weeks. Downey, whose battles with 
drug addiction are well known, 
darkly jokes that he was glad he 
was sober when the accident hap- 
pened, otherwise the guilt would 
have been overwhelming. 

Like her character, Berry reveals 
she too has had a supernatural 
encounter. During the filming of 
“Introducing Dorothy Dandridge” 
Berry says Dandridge’s ghost vis- 
ited her and a friend one night after 
she was entrusted with a dress of 
Dandridge’s, which Berry covered 
in plastic and hung in her den. 

She relates the tale like a Girl 
Scout on a camping trip: “One night, 
we were sitting at home drinking 
and we heard something rustling 
in the other room. 

“So both of us, just like in a 
movie, went creeping around the 
corner and the wrapper on the 
dress was rattling — no kidding 
— by itself. My friend and I both 
hauled ass out of there so fast!” 

More recently, Berry experi- 
enced another trauma when her 
three-year marriage to singer 
Eric Benet came to an unhappy 
end. Berry isn’t keen to talk spe- 
cifics. Instead, the Cleveland-born 
actress is taking the high road. 

“I’m learning to be happy no 
matter what’s happening,” she 
says. “You can be happy even in 
your down moments. I’m happy.

The rap-metal band roars back into action 


MUSIC | While Korn’s 2002 album, 
“Untouchables,” earned the hard- 
rock outfit a Grammy Award for 
best metal performance, the experi- 
mental set drew more than the usual 
share of ire from critics. 

But bassist Fieldy takes it in 
stride. “I think every record we've 
ever put out, there has always been 
bad criticism,” he says. “Most of 
those people that are criticizing, 
they can’t even tune a guitar.” 

Even so, the band is anticipating 
a hungry marketplace for “Take a 
Look in the Mirror,” to be released 
Nov. 25 on Immortal/Epic. 

“This is probably the heavi- 
est record we've put out,” Fieldy 
notes, adding with certainty, “I 
think everybody’s parents will 
hate it, so we did a good job.” 


“Mirror” will contain a dozen 
or more songs, and it will be pack- 
aged with a DVD of Korn foot- 
age. The album is also the band’s 
first self-produced project. Davis 
has a separate production credit 
because he, as Fieldy puts it, “did 
all the no-glory work” in bringing 
the set together. 

As on previous albums, Davis 
drew from his personal demons 
when writing the lyrics. Of cur- 
rent single “Right Now” he says, 
“That was me waking up pissed 
off at everyone. I think everyone’s 
just had those days where you hate 
people.” 

Korn wields a strong influence 
among musicians. Because of its 
style — using seven-stringed gui- 
tars and five-stringed basses, and

downtuning their instruments — 
music-instruction magazines often 
query the band for insight. 

The band’s taste also sways con- 
sumers. After noticing Davis’s pen- 
chant for track suits in the late 90s 
Adidas, and then Puma, supplied 
Korn with such merchandise. But 
now the act owns a stake in Pony, 
and Pony-designed Korn clothing 
and accessories are available on its 
Web site. 

Korn’s edgier image doesn’t 
appeal to some of the more tra- 
ditional sponsors. But it does 
present opportunities for left-of- 
center interests. This summer, 
Davis procured touring sponsor- 
ship with adult-entertainment 
company Jill Kelly Productions, 
which wrapped his tour bus in 
pictures of bikini-clad women.

SUVs clean up their act with hybrid engines 


DRIVING GREEN | They might still 
block your view ahead or flatten 
your subcompact in an accident, 
but there are SUVs and pickups 
on the way that will burn less 
gasoline. 

“Hybrid” gasoline-electric pow- 
ertrains, available now in some cars, 
will be making some trucks envi- 
ronmentally friendlier and fuel 
stingier. 

Although the U.S. Big Three 
are lagging behind the Japanese 
in hybrid development, mar- 
ket researchers J.D. Power and 


Associates estimated recently that 
18 hybrid-powered trucks and 10 
car models will be in showrooms by 
2008, compared with just three cars 
now — the Toyota Prius and Honda 
Insight and Civic Hybrid. 

Power forecasts a total of about 
350,000 hybrid-powered cars and 
trucks to be sold in 2008, up from 
about 40,000 this year. 

First up among the hybrid-pow- 
ered trucks is expected to be a ver- 
sion of the Lexus RX 330 SUV, due 
to go on sale in the spring. Sometime 
later, Toyota dealers probably will 


get a gas/electric version of the RX’s 
sister vehicle, the Highlander SUV. 
Industry trade papers say there also 
is a hybrid Sienna minivan in the 
works. Toyota hasn't provided much 
detail about the hybrid RX, but the 
company is promising that it will 
have the power of a V-8 engine. 
Ford has promised a hybrid- 
powered version of the Escape SUV, 
though that has been delayed from 
late this year until late next sum- 
mer by technical issues. Ford says 


the vehicle will get 35 to 40 mpg 
in city driving, almost twice as 
much as a conventional four-cyl- 
inder Escape. 

General Motors has announced 
plans for hybrid-powered versions 
of its Chevrolet Silverado and GMC 
full-size pickups by the end of this 
year for fleet customers and next 
year for retail customers. They'll get 
10 to 12 percent better fuel econo- 
my than conventional models, the 
carmaker says. 

GM also plans to offer hybrid 
versions of the Saturn Vue SUV 
beginning in 2006, the Chevrolet 
Equinox SUV beginning in 2006, 
and the Chevrolet Tahoe and GMC 
Yukon SUVs beginning in 2007.GM 
also is experimenting with hybrid 
powertrains for transit buses. 

DaimlerChrysler says it plans to 
offer an optional hybrid powertrain 
for its Dodge Ram full-size pickup 
starting sometime next year, as a 
2005 model. 

Both here and abroad, there’s 
growing pressure on automakers 
to improve truck fuel economy. In 
the United States, the popularity 
of pickups, SUVs, vans and larg- 
er cars has depressed the average 
fuel economy of new cars and light 
trucks to its lowest point since 1980, 
less than 25 mpg. 

A recent Roper ASW report, 
based on interviews with people it 
calls “influentials” or opinion lead- 
ers, found that 23 percent have an 
SUV in the driveway but that 95 
percent want greater fuel efficiency 
and 84 percent are aware of hybrid 
powertrains and their benefits.

If a car has lots of horsepower, why 
should I care about torque? 
Torque is much more impor- 
tant than horsepower. Torque is a 
measurement of rotational force. 
Rotating parts are what make the 
vehicle move. Torque is necessary 
to get the car moving. Horsepower 
has a greater effect on high or maxi- 
mum speed. The higher the torque 
and the lower the rpm, the more 
powerful the car will feel. 


Sometimes, when coming to a dead 
stop, the engine in my 2002 Toyota 
Camry shudders or act like it wants 
to cut off. I’ve had it checked four 
times, but the Toyota folks have 
not fixed the problem. How should 

| proceed? 

Check the idle air control (it may 
be dirty), check for dirt accumula- 
tion in the throttle body and apply a 
gas treatment such as BG 44k. 


What do you think about the new 
Suzuki Verona? Compared to 
the Toyota Camry and the Dodge 
Stratus, is it my best buy? 

In dollars and cents, yes. As far 
as longevity and reliability, prob- 
ably not, though that can only be 
determined over time. Historically, 
Suzuki has built reasonably reliable 
vehicles. I wouldn't be afraid of the 
Verona, but I would expect slightly 
more minor problems.

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ROAD TEST | Although many have 
been replaced in recent years by 
sexier sport utility vehicles, there’s 
nothing like a van when there's seri- 
ous hauling to be done. 

And, while minivans may have 
permanently passed their heyday, 
enough still are sold each year for 
manufacturers to spend money con- 
tinuously improving them to stay 
competitive. 

For 2004, it was the Ford 
Windstar’s turn. Renamed 
Freestar to underscore some sig- 
nificant changes, it’s more compet- 
itive with the leaders of the mini- 
van pack — the Toyota Sienna and 
Honda Odyssey. 

A third-row seat now folds flat 
into the floor, as in the Honda and 
Toyota. A redesign of the interior 
also added storage space and an 
optional side curtain air bag sys- 
tem that covers all three rows and 
deploys if it senses a rollover. 

There’s a new suspension, too, 
though Ford has kept it tuned for 
comfort rather than handling. This 
vehicle will take speed bumps with 
barely a bounce or shudder, but a bit 
more suspension firmness would be 
appreciated at highway speeds. 

Two engines are offered for 
‘04. Less expensive models of the 
Freestar come with a 193-hp., 3.9- 


liter V-6, which produces its horse- 
power lower on the tachometer than 
its predecessor and delivers eight 
more pounds-feet of torque. More 
expensive models have a new 4.2- 
liter V-6 rated at 202 hp. and 267 
pounds-feet of torque. That’s ade- 
quate for a vehicle weighing almost 
4,300 pounds empty. 

The Freestar styling is noncon- 
troversial except that the inside 
front door panels rise above the 
outside door panels, as if designed 
by two people who didn’t talk to 
each other. 

The expected minivan features 
are available, including power slid- 
ing doors and cupholders galore. The 


little convex mirror that folds down 
from the overhead console is a nice 
touch, allowing a parent to monitor 
the behavior of kids in back. 
Freestars are offered in five 
equipment levels, with base prices 
starting at $24,460 with freight to
